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the Wisconsin statutes of 1898, as amended by chapter 442 of
the laws of 1901; and no such company, association, society,
order or corporation, now or at any time hereafter transacting
business within this state, shall assume a greater hablhty in 1ts
contracts of insurance to any one person, payable in case of
death of the assured, than one-tenth.of the amount of its assets
reported to the commissioner of insurance, and in actual ex-
istence at the time of the last preceding annual report to the
said eommissioner of insurance.

Sectron 2. This act shall take effect and be in force from
and after the first day of Aungust, 1903.

CHAPTER 57.

AN ACT to provide for certain repairs upon the improvement,
of the capitol building of the state and making an appropri-
ation therefor.

The people of the state of Wisconsin represented in senate and
assembly do enact as follows:

$200 appropriated. Srcrion 1. There is hereby appropri-
ated out of the general fund of the state of Wisconsin, such
necessarv sum of money, not exceeding, however, two hundred
dollars, to be applied for the payment of bills for repairs upon
and the improvement of the eapitol building of the state, said
repairs and improvements to he made at once under the direc-
tion of the snperintendent of public property, the sergeant-at-
arms of the senate and the sergeant-at-arms of the assembly.
ATl bills for such repairs and improvements to he paid in the
usnal manner out of the state treasurv after proper audit by
the secretary of state.

Seetox 2. This aet shall take effect and be in force from
and after its passage and publication.
